We endeavour to explain our felves fn the Doubt pro- 
pos'd, and do an Author Juftice, whom we'd have the 
World believe We had no manner of defign to Iajure: 
In order to which We muft firft Obferve, chat che Au- 
thor of that Query concetning Books of Poetry, was, if 
we miftake not, of the Female Sex, for which Realoz 
We doubted her Conftancy might tail her in reading a 
Work of that length, tho’ indeed no more than is Ne- 
ceflary to a Poem of that Nature.

Anfw. A pretty Obfervation, and We believe it may 
be true; tho’ in the firft place ‘twou’d do well to be 
certain whether the Sheep are really feeding in che fame 
place when they are thus vifible or invifible, for it feems 
probable that at Low-water they may be grazing in the 
lower part of the Ifland, juft on the Rivage, whereas 
at High-water they may be forc’d up nearer the middle, 
and higher ground, and confequently be feen chete ; 


whereas when lower they were iovifible. But fuppo 
fing che Fad, exadtly as reprefented, We muft now feck 
for the Reafon: There are two undoubted Appearance: 
in Mpticks not altogether unlike this, one ot the Rifing 
and Setting Sun, which fome Mornings and Evening, 
is feen above the Horizon for tome time after and be- 
fore the Body is certainly above or below it, and can 
be demonftrated foto be by the Rules of Aftronomy 
The other which illuftrates this, is that of a Shilling, 
or any piece of Money ia a Bafin, which if you with- 
draw your felf from it to fuch a diftance as that the Edg 
of the Bafin juft hinders your fight of the Piece, and 
then order Water to be poured into the Bafin, the Piece 
will feem to arife, and float on the cop of the Wate; 

and you'l! plainly fee ie then, tho’ before in the {ame 
place ‘twas quite invifible. Something not unlike this 
feems to happen in the prefenc Cale ; for either the 
Sheep being a little below the Water, are feen highes 
than they are, by Refraction, as the Piece of Money jo 
the Bafin, or sider the Vapours which arife out of the 
Water, being thicker juft at the cop of it than when 
further exhal'd, and almoft Horizontal ro the Eye, ren- 
ders the Medium thicker, and fo makes the Retraction, 
by which the Sheep are feen. Tis there or thereabouts 
We are pretty jure, and it We han’t hie the very # bite, 
We ben’e far from the matter.

An{w. For very good Reafons ; before the LejJon, to 
give the Auditory time to reflect on the Pfaims, and 
raife their Minds, by the Affiftance of the Mufick, to 
higher Degrees of Devotion, for which thefe who have 
try’d it are {ure ‘tis of excellent ule. They Play much 
for the fame Reafon before the Communion Service, to 
prepare us for the more intenfe Acts of Devotion which 
are therein requir'd, ferving alfo as a Paute for the Con- 
gregation, and efpecially tor che Reader, who in great 
Churches will have his Strength pretty well ery'd by 
that cime he has finifh’d the firft Service.

However, for your Satisfaction, We'll fi: {# 
prove ‘tis not to be taken in the licteral Senfe, juft as 
ic founds, and then fhow you in what Senfe it is to be 
taken. Not inche Jitteral, becaufe it wou'd crofs and 
interfere with other Duties, we being (for example ) 
commanded to read God’s Word our felves, and oblig'd 
to hear it read by others, which we can’t do and Pray 
together. There are alfo other Duties enjoined in the 
fame Chapter, and in appearance as pofitively as this,, 
which yet can't admit of a litteral Interpretation.

And i we do thus, we 
think we come up to the full meaning of the A tle 
here in his Command to Pray without ceafing ; efs ic 
may alfo have fome reference to Conftancy in Prayer for 
the fame Bleffing, ‘till we have receiv'd it ; according 
to that of our Saviour, “ That Men ought a/ways to Pray 
and not co faint — one of which Expreffions feems to 
clear and expound the other.

Anjw. Yes, We believe it is, unlefs Poligamy were 
allow'd, which it feems not to be by the Purity of the 
Chriftian Law. Our Reafon for the Affirmative is, Be- 
caule there are other Ends of Marriage befides that in 
the Queftion, it being defign'd as the Church tells us 
in the Preface to the Matrimony Office as a Remedy againtt 
Sin, as well as the other things mention’d before and 
after it.
